THE ST. CLAIR TRIAL. 


A Marder Cace in the Winnenucca 
Court—Seme of the Testimeny-The 
Hilarity of an Imprisoned Jug. 


Much difficulty was experienied in 
impanelling a jury for the tral of 
dt. Clair, at Winnemucca, fai the 
murder of Tulley, at Lovelocks on 


Ju y 28th. The triel began on Friday 
morning. Thomas Campt Il we the 
first witness cilled. His test mony | 
was snb-tentially a- fo'lows: He was 
in a wagon passing Tulley's mnch; 
heard three shots and saw deiendant 
firing a pistol near Tulley's house; 
defendant walked up a few steps and 
qua td down; defendant then got 
up and run towards Tulley's house; | 
he then came back, and witness heard 
a shot from a s-wall pistol; defendant 


then walked up toward the station 
and met some person en horselmck; 
he stepped few miuutes and then 
Started toward home: witne-s then 
went toward the Tulley place to sec 
what had been done; clefendant was 
150 rods off lying down; found Tulley 
lying dead on the bridge, the body 
with the left side on the brilge, a 
small pistol in the right hand; the 
bridge is about five reds from the 
honse. 

Cross- examination: Have known de- 
fendant about two years: I worked 
for him; heard him make threats 
against decensed; he told me if I 
would swear Tulley threatened to kill 
him. he would give me four of the 
best cows he had; he said, “if you 
will swear that, [ will go and kill the 
s——of a b——”; hexrd him make 
threats often; he said if he could not 
do any better he wou'd kill Tulley. 

The above is condensed from the 
Silver States report, aud chutaius alt 
the material points of the evidence 
The theory of the prosecution is that 
after St. Clair killed Tulley he went 
to the tatter’s hou-e, got Tulley's pis- 
to), fixed » shot from it and placed i: 
in the dead man’s hand, in order to 
make it appear that a fight hid vo- 
aurred und shots been exchanged on 
both sides. 

The jury in the case were kept in 
the Court house all Thursday night. 
During the night they all emerged on 
the roof and sang a number of popular 
songs, io the delight of a crowd on the 
street. At the conclusion of the con- 
cert the jury were bailed with a burst 
of appluuse. 

The evidence for the prosecution 
was not all in on Saturday noon. A 
verdict was probably reached to-day.

In anticipation of this, four 
hundred trees were set out last Spring, 
nearly all of which are growing finely. 
The long flight of steps, by which the 
apprvach t» the school was formerly 
made, has been removed, and a grace- 
ful walk, following the contour of the 
hill, has taken its place. A handsome 
gravelled carriage drive in front of the 
school has been constructed, and sev- 
eral plats of ground have been laid 
out for gra-s and flowers. At the rate 
at which improvements have been 
madé, during the last six months, it 
will not be long before the blo-k upon 
which the school stands will be a 
pleasure to the eye wf every beholder. 
With the exceilent corps of teachers 
which the school now has, and the ad- 
mirable business management with 
which it is conducted, it offers every 
ad vant ge for the thorough education 
of girl-, in every department of study, 
which can be found in any school, 
East or West.

footed Indian. When Charley's shoes 
were stripped off, and teveuled the 
fyet that upon one of his feet there 
were eix tues, exactly fitting and cor- 
responding with the tracks lea ling 
away from the scene, he acknowledged 
his gnilt. At the earnest sclici'ation 
of the leading Chinamen at the camp, 
New York Charley was delivered over 
to them, and as the funeral procession 
which conveyed to their last resting 
place the remains of poor old Mardis 
tiled down the street, asimilar cortege, 
bearing the body of his murderer,i-su- 
ed frum Chinatown, and slowly moved 
toward the Chinese cemetery.

They stripped the currant bushes of 
every leaf, and gnawed the leaves 
from the «apple trees, They had no 
stomach for green apples, julgiog 
by the fruit upon the trees.
